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HISTORY

The Fort Wayne QUEST CLUB was founded in 1911. So far 
as is known, it is the oldest luncheon club in Fort Wayne. It is 
unique in many ways, There are no outside speakers, Membership 
is by selection, not by application, When one is invited to become 
a "Questor", two requirements must be met. (1) Dues must be paid 
annually. (2) When a paper is assigned to a Quest Club member, the 
assignment must be accepted, In many instances the subject as- 
" signed is not one with which the reader of the paper is usually 
p) familiar, The purpose of this is to require research and study, 
for self-improvement, 

After a paper has been presented, it is discussed by 
~ those present, Members are privileged to bring guests, The guests 
= are given the privilege of entering into the discussion period, It 
- is customary to preserve all Quest Club papers and have them filed 
at the City Library, Committees are appointed by the Board of 
Governors, These Committees consist of (1) Evening Program, (2) 
Nooneday Program, (3) Membership, (4) Attendance, (5) House, (6) 
Publicity, and (7) Civic, The President, Vice-President and Sec- 
retary Treasurer are elected by the Board of Governors, There is 
@ permanent Librarian, 

In the latter part of 1911, in the home of E, H. Merritt, 
a meeting was called to consider plans for an organization to 
develop greater co-operation and inter-change of ideas between 
active business and professional men in Fort Wayne, At the first 


meeting those present were: E. H. Merritt, C, B, Fitch and 
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E, W, Puckett. It was decided to enlist the interest of other 
business and professional men, The Club was incorporated Decem- 
ber lst, 1911, and named "The Quest Club", 

The original incorporaters were E. W, Puckett, Arthur 
F, Hall, Myron Downing, E, F. Yarnell, C. B, Fitch and E. H,. Mer- 
ritt. The first meeting was held January 2nd, 1912, During the 


year there were forty-one members, The new club kept a business 
library and all papers presented before the club were made part of 
the records, 

For a time outside speakers were invited to present pa- 
pers. Among the first outside speakers were such well known busi- 
ness men as Harry N, Tolles, Business Building Teacher from Chicago, 
His subject was "Personal Efficiency", John Lee Mahin, President 
of the Mahin Advertising Co., Chicago, presented a paper on NAd= 
vertising", Walter Dill Scott, Psychology Department of North 
western University, Evanston, Illinois, presented the subject, 
"Utilizing Changed Industrial Conditions", Albert S, Leitch, Busi- 
ness Counselor of Cleveland, Ohio, presented the subject "Strength- 
ening the Organization", Melvin W, Mix, President of Dodge Manu- 
facturing Co., Mishawaka, Indiana, presented the subject "Adminis- 
tration Departments", 

Among the members delivering papers early in the history 
of Quest were Judge Owen N, Heaton, Ben F, Heaton, E. H. Merritt 
and John Landenberger. Among earlier speakers were Fred S, Hunting, 
Harry P, Fletcher (now deceased), B, Paul Mossman, Geo. H, Van Arnam, 
G. H. Heine and S. B, Bechtel, Among the early outstanding events 
was a dinner given to General and Mrs, H, M. Lord, April 1923, 
Charter members who still survive are Max Blitz, G. H. Heine, B, 


Paul Mossman, G, H, Van Arnam and Fred S, Hunting, 
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Speakers from out of town included Harrington Emerson, 
Frank A, Vanderlip, Edgar Guest, Hamilton Fish, Clifton Fadiman, 
Lowell Thomas, Elbert Hubbard and others, Strickland Gillian, 
author of "Off Again, Gone again, Finnegan" was a visiting speaker, 
In 1920 Lee J, Ninde of Fort Wayne delivered a paper on "The Civic 
Needs of Fort Wayne", Burt Griswold, a Questor, beloved by all, 
was successful in leunching several books on Fort Wayne and some 
of its noted citizens, 
In conclusion we say: "Other men labored, and we are
